“Yerrapin fishing on Tulare 
lake, as recounted by F. F. Latta, 
is. called to attention in a recent 
column, “Getting Around,” writ- 
ten ‘by Harold G. Rainwater, man- 
ager of the Tulare County cham- 
ber of commerce. 

“In the 1870’s market hunting 


and fishing was well established | 


and terrapin were taken on Tu- 
lare Lake in unbelievable num- 
bers. Tulare Lake terrapin soups 
and stews were commonly on the 
bill of fare of hotels throughout 
the Pacific coast. 

-“Perrapin (turtles) ‘were so 
thick that they were taken with 
seine. Pioneers have stated that 
they could be seen on the banks 
of Tulare Lake and on drift logs 
so thick that the ground was com- 
pletely covered. When disturbed, 
they popped into the water in a 
solid mass making a roar like the 
surf on a beach. 


“The seine used in taking ter- 
rapin was a common fishing seine 
100 feet long. To each end was 
attached a rope sixty feet long. 
Two men drew the seine through 
the water by pulling on the ropes. 
They waded 200 feet apart and 
traveled parallel to shore. When 
the seine was so heavily loaded 
that they could make no further 
progress with it, they pulled the 
ends together and lapped them, 
forming a fence-life enclosure. 
The seine was then slowly drawn 
in and the terrapin removed and 
sacked. A good haul captured 
from 80 to 100 terrapin. 


“The most active terrapin fish- 
erman was probably Mr. Hill of 
Lemoore. Another active hunter 
and fisherman was the late Wil- 
liam J. Browning of Delano. 
Browning caught terrapin and 
seined for fish at the~old John 
B. Stokes ranch on the north- 
western shore of Tulare Lake from 
1884 to 1894.”

Weighty 
commercial cows scored mostly 
around $23.00, odd head around 
1,000 pound cows-reaching $24.00 
while utility dairy type cows pre- 
dominated in the supply at $20.50 
to $22.50, most canners and cut- 
ters being included in a price 
spread from $16.00 to $19.50. 
Mostly odd head of utility and 
commercial bulls moved scaleward 
at $25.00 to $29.00, cutter offer- 
ing going down to around $23.00.

Of Trout Fishing 


Although the principal topic of 
conversation in Springville right 
now is Frontier days and Rodeo, 
there are some who are giving at 
least a passing thought to the 
forthcoming trout season that 
opens May 3.

He reports that he saw some 
catchable-size trout that were 
planted during the season last 
year and plenty of the smaller fish 
that were planted through efforts 
of the Southern Tulare County 
Sportsmen’s association. 

Even though water will be 
higher than in any recent year, 
Slim says that unless a late April 
or early May rain comes on, wa- 
ter should be clear and fishing 
good along the lower levels of 
the streams, since there has been 
no flood condition this year to 
damage fishing.
